WASHINGTON, D. C.—They are saying this 
will be the greatest inaugural in all the years 
. and it will be vast and 
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Unhooding the Ku Klux Klan 


We trust the State Legislature will go 
ahead with the bill which would ban the 
wearing of masks by any organization. 
But we doubt it. The unhooding first 
must come from within. And it will come 
in time. 

The Klan no longer enjoys the posi- 
tion it occupied in the ’20s. Today few 
men are willing to speak for it publicly. 
Few ministers are willing to entertain its 
unchristian ideals today. In the ‘20s 
many did. Today many. uninformed per- 
sons, fearful and unable to see beyond 


the narrow limits of their own communi- 
ties, are attracted to the Klan because to 
them it represents protection from the 
vaguely defined fears that beset them. 
Smart exploiters and collectors of initia- 
tion fees feed on, and increase, these fears. 
Nevertheless, the unhooding of the Klan- 
type organization proceeds. 

The legislation is desirable as a sym- 
bol. But the real unhooding must come 
from within as a decision by a Christian 
people not to tolerate unchristian ideals 
and methods. 


Georgia's Congressmen Score Well 


Georgia’s Congressmen scored a marked 
triumph in the House committee assign- 
ments, just announced. With two com- 
mittee chairmanships and three vice 
chairmanships, plus membership on every 
important committee, no State delegation 
is as strongly established as that of 
Georgia. 

Carl Vinson heads up the powerful 
Armed Services Committee and John 
Wood is Chairman of the newly organized 
and defined Committee on Un-American 
Activities. Vice Chairmen are members E. 
E. Cox, of the Rules Committee; Paul 
Brown, of the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, and Steve Pace, of the Agricultural 
Committee. Members Davis, Camp, Pres- 


ton and Lanham are on major committees. 
It is a really impressive lineup and one. 
making for opportunity to render out- 
standing service which can attract nation- 
al attention. 

These appointments follow those of the 
Senate, which saw Sen. George head up 
the important Finance Committee and 
Sen. Russell a member of the Appropria- 
tions and Armed Services Committees. 
These, added to the House appointments, 
give the Georgia delegation more stature 
than any other State enjoys. 

Again we say it makes us glad and we 
congratulate the members, but, also, call 
attention to the fact that this authority 
means more responsibility and more pub- 
lic attention. 


Our Obligation to State Troopers 


Yesterday’s move in the Georgia House 
-of Representatives to place the State High- 
way Patrol under the merit system came 
as a necessary afterthought to Monday’s 
action providing retirement benefits for 
troopers in addition to employees of the 
Departments of Health, Labor and Wel- 
fare. 

A retirement system would be mean- 
ingless in most cases unless political hir- 
ing and firing is dispensed with. For un- 
der the patronage plan not many employ- 
‘ees would expect to remain long enough 
to draw pensions. 

It seems to us, however, that the Gen- 
eral Assembly still has omitted one dis- 
tinct obligation to State employees—and 
particularly to highway patrolmen. 

That is the question of death benefits. 

Special authorization already has been 
asked to provide death benefits for the 
families of three patrolmen killed in the 
line of duty. 


A Fourth Round? 


The United Automobile Workers 
Union will lead off the fourth-round,pay- 
increase demand with requests which will 
total about 30 cents and hour more for 
each employee. 

In addition to a straight pay raise of 
15 cents, the UAW wants a pension plan 
and a social security program which to- 
gether will cost in the neighborhood of 
another 15 cents. 

In the past the UAW has set the pace 
for wage rises in other industries. 

But the unions no longer have the ris- 
ing cost of living as a lever to pry more 
inflationary wage increases. The cost of 


living is, in fact, coming down, though 


slowly and somewhat unsteadily. 
Moreover, the demand for labor, which 
has been an ace up union leaders’ sleeves 


Doubtless these requests will be grant- 
ed. But it is a sad commentary that special 
action of the Legislature is necessary in 
each case in order to obtain benefits for 
the families of those killed in the service 
of the State. Such payments should be 
automatic and the amount should not de- 
pend upon the political support which can 
be mustered. 

Under the retirement plan employees 
draw a maximum of half pay when they 
retire. But in the case of death their fami- 
lies are entitled only to the amount that 
has been paid into the retirement fund. 

We expect highway patrolmen to risk 
their lives if necessary to enforce the law. 

It is nothing but fair that the State in 
turn should give them absolute assurance 
that their families will be provided for if 
they should be killed in line of duty. 

Gov. Talmadge advocated such a meas- 
ure in his message to the General As- 
sembly. We hope he will press for action.

Andy Harry S. Truman is, without argument, closest to An- 

drew Jackson in background than any President since 
his time and there will be some of the Jackson flavor in this 
inaugural. No President.since Jackson has come from the ranks 
as has Harry S. Truman. He is not the people’s man the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was, but in a very real sense his victory 
was more remarkable than any of the four won by the President 
of the depression and war years. And it was two large groups 
of people who voted him in—the farmers and organized labor. 
They had a good assist from the white-collar group. He is a people’s 
man. And the people will be here to celebrate. The cynics and 
the cold observers will note only the gimlet-eyed bosses: the drink- 
ing; the inevitable displays of hypocrisy and greed, and will write 
it only from that angle. That is a part of this one, as it has 
been of all the others, including the first, but no honest man may 


say that is the real fiber of this one. 
Point It may mark another so-called turning point in our de- 
velopment. Jefferson’s administration, with its vast pro- 
gram of expansion against strong and demagogic opposition, marked 
a change. So did the administration of Jackson and of Lincoln. 
Many contemporary observers point to Woodrow Wilson’s admin- 
istration as productive of the most profound change in our think- 
ing—that. of including Europe in our planning and our ration- 
alizations. Certainly Franklin D. Roosevelt, when he was in- 
augurated in that period of broken banks; of millions hungry and 
unemployed; of the dust bowl and of farms and homes going under 
the auctioneer’s hammer, was to lead the campaigns for changes 
in legislation which the people have said, in electing Harry S. 
Truman, they want broadened in some aspects. 

But it is important to keep in mind that none of these men 
produced the changes. Jefferson could not have brought off the 
Louisiana purchase had not the people been with him. Jackson had 
the backing of the farmers and the West, already restless for more 
land, and in breaking the tight control of government exercised 
by the financial powWers in the East. Lincoln was on the right 
side of a great moral issue and won the West to him with the 
political promise of railroads, canals and turnpikes. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt didn’t create the New Deal. He was its voice. But had 
he not done so, someone else would have spoken for the reforms. 
The demand for ‘them created him. I believe the day will come 
when even his critics will see that the people were ready to follow 
any articulate voice in the dark years of the depression. We were 
lucky to have a conservative such as Roosevelt speak in those days 
when the people would have listened to an extreme radical. 


Truman’s election, in which the people shocked all the experts 
by voting to retain and broaden the Roosevelt administration 
policies, demonstrates the comparative conservatism of those years. 
They must be measured against the world background. Thrones 
and parliaments were falling in the rest of the world. No thought- 
ful person will deny, even in solitude, that Franklin D. Roosevelt 
or any other articulate man, wise in political methods, could not 
pr had about what he wanted from the people as they were in 
1932-35.

Until open warfare broke out in the House yesterday over the question of unmasking the 
Ku Klux Klan, it was the usually sedate Senate rather than the rambunctious House which served 
as a battleground. The Senators battled for several days over administration bills to abolish two 


boards. On the other side of the Capitol, the House showed unusual harmony—until the Klan | 
problem popped up—by breezing through four bil 


Rep. Wayne Hinson, who was head of the 
State Patrol through appointment of Acting Gov. 
Thompson, stood side-by-side with Talmadge 


Floor Leader Frank Twitty and won a vote of 
144 to 3 for a retirement bill for the State 


Patrol. This was a nonpartisan bill. 


One of those punitive bills like the Senate has © 


battled over came up for debate in the House 
yesterday. It was aimed at State Treasurer 
George Hamilton. The anti-Talmadge men in 
the House put up token resistance, but they 
left the fierce fighting to the anti-Talmadge men 
in the Senate. 

Speaking of that retirement bill—which cov- 
ered employees of the Departments of Health, 
Welfare and Labor, in addition to the State 
Patrol—it was one of the longest measures ever 
introduced in the General Assembly. It took 
three. readers nearly an hour to read the con- 
tents of the bill to the House. It took only half 
this long for Twitty and Hinson to explain the 
bill and obtain a House vote on it. 


Rep. Frank Gross, of Stephens County, 
says a bill passed in 1947 to assure that 
motorists would be financially responsible for 
personal and property damages in accidents 
hasn’t worked out at all. The 1947 act gave 
motorists one accident free. After they lost 
a judgment in court on this first accident, 
they supposedly would obtain a liability 


Is with practically no opposition. 


Policy by the time they had their second 
accident—or else they couldn't drive any 
more. Gross says he hasn’t heard of any- 
one losing their driver’s license because they 
failed to obtain such protection. He seri- 
ously doubts if many court clerks have sent 
reports of judgments to the State Patrol. 


So, Gross has introduced a bill that starts 
action on the first accident—regardless of 
whether it is your fault or not. When a report 
reaches the State Patrol of an accident, the 
troopers pick up both parties’ driver’s licenses— 
unless they either have insurance coverage or 


‘sufficient funds in the bank to take care of 


the damages. You don’t drive any more until 
you are financially able to take care of per- 
sonal and property damages up to $5,000—either 
through insurance or otherwise. 

Gross estimates that only one-third of Geor- 
gia’s motorists have such insurance. Only one- 
third of Massachusetts’ motorists were protected 
when that State put in such a plan. Now 85 
percent of them are covered, Gross reports.

WASHINGTON—The dull headache that so many get these days in contem- 
plating President Truman's forty-two billion-dollar “peace-time”’ budget could be 
diagnosed by any competent doctor of statistics to be caused by millions of little 
men stamping with hobnailed boots on the nerves of humankind. 

a Soldiers., Round and round and rqund they march. 
Or to bring it down to you—three-quarters, 75 percent, of that income tax bill goes for the past 


wars and protection against possible futures wars. 


It divides into pensions and care for veterans; 


current national defense, the single biggest item in the whole budget; rehabilitation of war-wrecked 
peoples and economies of which the largest share is the bill for the European Recovery Administra- 
tion; interest on the public debt, virtually all of which was incurred for war. 


That adds up to 32 billion dollars. Ten bil- 
lion dollars is left for regular expense of govern- 
ment and for government services to our people, 
such as housing, health, education, development 
of our land and water resources for agriculture 
and electric power, development of our forests 
and mines and our transportation facilities. 


All of these are sorely needed. Much 
more of them could be dene for our people 
if it weren’t for past wars and fear of future 
wars and at a cost of only a small part of 
that 32 billions. President Truman frankly 
announced the necessary curtailment of some 
needed development projects because the 
economy can't stand it because of war costs. 
After all, our taxpayers can stand only so 
much, and he asked for four billions more 
in taxes as it is. : 


President Truman spelled out the percentage 
costs in his budget message this year so that you 
can add up the overwhelming percentage for war. 
But he did not do it so pointedly as a year ago, 
when it was about the same. Nor did he draw 
the obvious moral he stated then when he said 
bluntly in his budget message: 


“This should be a sobering thought to all of 
us as we strive for the creation of lasting peace 
among the nations of the world.” 

It is perhaps an old story now. It shouldn't 
be. It is the real story of the budget. it is 
repeated here again, as it was a,year ago, for 
we shouldn’t forget it. Not that anything can 
be done about it in this year’s budget, nor per- 
haps in the next or the one after that, for we 
must accept our obligations to our own and to 
others that war has imposed upon us. But, per- 
haps slowly, people will begin to wake up, in- 
dividually. And, perhaps eventually, they will 


raise their voices collectively in a great tornado 
of public opinion and force those who are our 
leaders to do something about war. 

It would be a good thing if everybody could 
read the President’s budget message, even though 
it is a bit of a task. It would be fine if it could 
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be put out in pamphlet form and become a best- | 


seller. It tells the story much better really than 


those best-selling novels about the horrors of | 


war, even if not as dramatically. No, it is fairly 
dull reading. ‘But, as you go through page after 
page about the costs of wars, it hits you sud- 


denly how little we human beings al] over the | 


world know about living with each other. 


Here and there are little bits that bring 
the story down close. It costs, for instance, 
$3,100 to keep one soldier for a year in our 
Army. Soon veterans of the last and pre- 
vious wars will constitute 40 percent of our 
population. Approximately 40 percent of Fed- 
eral civil employees—865,000—work daily in 
defense activities of the national military 
‘establishment. For preparation for indus- 
trial mobilization alone—so essential in 
modern war—a total of 129 millions is pro- 
vided for next year. That used to be a lot 
of money. 


Expenditures for various veterans programs, 
readjustment benefits, schooling, 
are now declining, But, as President Truman 
adds, “the long-run trend of compensation and 
pension costs and of hospital and medical care 
is gradually upward.”

The United States has taken the place of the old British Empire as leader and, unavoidably, cop 
ef the world. This may never have been the conscious ambition of our people, but we always have 


pushed toward the position in which we suddenly find ourselves. 


We are unprepared and lack the 


temperament for empire, and for these and other reasons the chances are good that we will dissipate 
eur material treasure, bankrupt our economy and go to pieces. 


The British are sad in this change of status 
and it will not cheer them to say that the Ameri- 
eans will have to take the initiative and the 
abuse from now on. They are living in real 
poverty after fighting a good war and winning, 
as usual, but they are consuming their capital 
and some Englishmen, of the best—the kind who 
fought best, wrought best and maintained the 
English principles—are sneaking out such wealth 
as they can and seeking citizenship elsewhere— 


but not in Europe. | 

England never will enjoy again the com- 
fort of the days before August, 1914, which 
were ha days in Europe. The money was 
_ good. was plenty of good food and the 
standards of 


life were higher in all respects 
than they have been since. Americans in those 
days ridiculed the Germans and the British 
for their subjection to royalty, but we were ig- 
norant and stupid. Life under the Kaiser with 
plenty of beer, sausage and music and warmth, 
love and family, was better than life in famine 
and ruin under the rule of mobs howling up 
democracy. We were mistaken about the French 
Republic because it spat on kings. We didn’t 
know what horrors flowed in her bloodstream. 


We know now. 


We always did like to throw our money 
around to show we had it. The Europeans 
thought this was pretty coarse, but at any 
rate, we never counted our change and often 
didn’t wait for it. So we got a reputation as 
millionaires and when World War I came 
along we paid for much more than our share 
of the party. It has been said that Britain 

’ ghowed a profit, but that is silly. She never 
came back. Not only were her best boys 
dead, but she was shaken morally and eco- 
nomically. She got such a beating in win- 
ning that she was, as yeu might say, punchy 
thereafter. 


F. D. Roosevelt got us into really serious ex- 
travagance in World War II. First he was going 
to have no part of Europe’s endless quarrels. 
But then he couldn't resist the temptation to 
big-shot it all over the world and called for a 
quarantine against aggressors. Not to go into 
details, if he didn’t get us into it, he certainly 
didn’t keep us out, just as Woodrow Wilson let 
us into the first one when al] he had to do was 
hold still and shake hands with the winner. 

In some ways,‘ Britain is relieved of troubles, 
burdens and worries by our clumsy arrival in 
the boss's office. For generations, England had 
te stand ready to fight to enforce peace and dis- 


cipline in the far places. English people were 
familiar, some by travel and service, others by 
hearsay, with places that Americans had scarce- 
ly heard of. Actually, the British had to do 
little fighting and most of that was done by the 
most degraded bums who could be dredged 
from the slums of London, Liverpool and other 
old cities. The officers had class, so the Brit- 
ish riffraff got by against other bad soldiers of 
their time and came to be revered, as is the cus- 
tom in civilized nations, as gallant heroés of the 
right. 

Lend-lease was a fraud, but the new Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administration is a swindle 
born of the fraud. We got used to kidding our 
selves with euphemisms to disguise as fair trans- 
actions great gifts of American goods, food and 
material all representing the human work of 
millions of American people and the irreplace- 
able treasure in the ground—oil, copper and 
steel. 

Our new system of saving shattered. coun- 
tries from the predatory aggressor—this time our 
late gallant ally, the Muscovite—is devouring 
us. About 60 percent of the terrible Truman 
budget is for war business past, present and 
future. Most of that represents our gifts to 
non-Communist countries in a sad, belated hope 
of organizing them to fight Stalin. Roosevelt 
recognized Russia and we. built up Russia to 
this terrible strength. Now we are feeding up 
the disgusted people of shattered countries with- 
out real governments to fight the Russians and 
let us use their countries as battlegrounds, thus 
saving Our own again from wear and tear of 
war. These people will soak up all we send 
them and baw] for more, but if they fight for 
us they take a chance of being shot as collabora- 
tionists by the conquering Russian, according 
to the war guilt precedents of Nuremberg. 

The British made a business of empire and 
drew profits in a businesslike way.

In Texas, three big cities, Dallas, Houston and. San Antonio, have 
banned high school fraternities and sororities because, they said: “They 
have ceased to be social groups; they have become gangs.” 

Reams The action was taken, the Boards of Education explained, when 
they found youngsters absent from school after all-night initiations which injured sev- 
eral, found one stealing money for an extravagant dance assessment, discovered athletes 
not willing to play with nonfraternity boys. 


Their ban was denounced as violating “the 
rights of privacy and assembly,” and one mother 
was said to have screamed, “Several years ago, 
boys died to preserve the ideals you are treading 
on!” A fraternity boy protested: “Do you want 
us to roam the streets and become juvenile de- 
linquents?” 

The Board was not touched. It ordered all 
high school students to sign a pledge against 
joining a fraternity or sorority and told them if 
they refused, they would be barred from all 
extracurricular activities. 

This story, reported in a national magazine, 
has brought the smoldering problem of high 
school seeret organizations into flames in At- 
lanta, as it undoubtedly will,elsewhere. 

As everybody knows, these groups have been 
outlawed nationally long ago by the National 
Education Association, and in the State by the 
Georgia Education Association.

Litile Tim s Pennies

Timothy Merck, 18 months old, dimpled and brown-eyed, slowly 
dropped 14 pennies into the “March of Dimes” coin box. 
He had a little difficulty in locating the slot each time—because 
the infantile paralysis which struck him four months ago left his 


chubby arm still weak. 

“But the way he’s pushing those | 
pennies through,’’ smiled his| 
mother, “you'd think he knew what | 
they’re for.” : 

If Tim didn’t know, his grateful | 
parents did—first-hand. 

“T can’t say too much for the 
March of Dimes,” declared his fa-| 
ther, the Rev. G. L. Merck, tone $4 
of the Gleaners’ Baptist Church. 
“It meant everything to us.’ 

The-Mercks, who live at 31 Wey-. 
man Ave., S. W., had just returned | 
from a revival early last Septem- 
ber, when they noticed their only 
child had a high fever and 
“groaned when he moved.” 

When doctors at Grady Hospital 
diagnosed Tim’s sickness as polio, 
his parents were “shocked and 
grief-stricken.” 

“Talk about a man nearly dy- 
ing,” said his father, “I thought it 
would kill me when I left Tim at’ 
the hospital, came home and saw 
his iittle shoes and toys on the 
floor.” | 


“We were married 13 years be- 
fore Tim came to live with us,” 
put in Mrs. Merck, “and we 
couldn’t bear to think of anything 
|happening to him.” 

But the prompt action of the 
Georgia Chapter, National Founda- 

tion for Infantile Paralysis, the 
“best possible” medical treatment 

and the “prayers of all our friends” 
were credited by the Mercks with 
‘saving their child’s life. 

Tim’s right arm and leg were 
paralyzed. He spent 14 days in the 
hospital and still receives treat- 
ment regularly at the polio clinic. 


However, he no longer needs the 


special chair and brace provided 
to help him regain use of his arm. 
And he’s well on the proverbial 
road to recovery. 

“I’m just so glad,” said Mrs. 
Merck, hugging her son, “that 
there’s a March of Dimes to take 
care of children when this horri 
ble thing strikes them.”

Ponzi 
was charged with using the mails 
to defraud, a Federal offense. 
| The audit showed Ponzi was 
‘bankrupt, with liabilities of $7,- 
|000,000 and assets of $4,000,000. 

The accounts showed Ponzi sim- 
ply had borrowed from Peter to 
pay Paul. He served four months 
‘in jail. 
| The State of Massachusetts 
then indicted him for larceny. He 
was sentenced to seven to nine 
years, but was admitted to bail 
and appealed. 

Ponzi tried to recoup in a Flori- 
da land deal, was convicted of 
‘fraud and sentenced to a year in 
jail: He jumped bail. He finally 
was recaptured at New Orleans 
and returned to Massachusetts. 
‘The Federal Government deported 
him to Italy after his release Feb. 
14, 1934. 

Ponzi came to Brazil from Italy 
before World War II. 

He had lost almost everything, 
but made a meager living teaching 
English. He received Brazi an un- 
employment compensation. 

Ponzi said last April the biggest 
deal he had attempted that failed 
was aimed at defrauding Russia 
of $2,000,000,000 by promising to
